That wag away back In 1876, the
vear when everybody went to Phila-
delphia to attend the big Centennial
Exhibition, when the Democrats
were running Samuel J. Tilden for
President, and the newspaper busi-
ness was a different proposition from
the publicity line of the Twentieth
century as it is pursued to-day. The
“Avalanche" wns the “happy
thought' of the publisliers and pro-
prietors of the late Sunday Free
Press, F. A, Beannish and J. C.
Coon, the former the most virlle
politielan that ever “did things'" In
Seranton, and the latter the most
veraatile newspaper man that had
up to that tlme “moulded publle
opinion’ in the Lackawanna and
Susquehnnna valleys. The “Aval-
anche” was Demoeratic 'in politics,
and the thought back of the enter-
prise was that if Tilden won out it
would become a great factor In local
polities. It was published morn-
ings.

On the night of election everybody
was excited. The returns indicated
the election of Tilden, and Coon set
the heading for the article claiming
the election of the “Sage of Gram-
merey Park,” New York. In the
holdest letter that would make an
exact line he sald “NOW, WE'VE
GOT "EM!"™ And under this was
ahout half a column of sub-headings
of claim and boast,

The next day the outlook was not
80 rosy, There wags an element of
doubt in the politieal alr, but there
geemed warrant for “eclaiming every-
thing,” and again Coon set the elec-
tion news heading. He reduced the
slze of the first line, but he made
the heading more intense, and it
read, "NOW, WE HAVE GOT 'EM!"

The “Avalanche'" was a 4-page
paper, six columns to the page.

The original depot for West Haw-
ley used to stand farther up the
track towards Honesdale, All
freight for Hawley was handled at
the Eddy. A few vyears ago It was
decided to remove the freight depot
to West Hawley, The Bddy people
objected, protested and injoined the
Frie Company. It was then learned
that John Atkinson gave the land
for the depot and the Erie Company
accepted the gift with the under-
standing that n passenger depot
ghould be maintained at the Eddy
and eould not be removed; but the
Company was not obliged to main-
taln a freight depot., That is why

and why there is only 2 stopping sta-
tton at the BEddy with an agent who
goes to attend the passenger busl-
ness only,

Previous to the removal of the
freight depot from the Eddy to \Wwest
Hawley the only [frelght station
West Hawley ever had was in the
days of the gravity railroad when
there was a frelght store house not
far fom the foot of No. 18.
